5. This Order may be extended by the issuing authority for one or more periods of up to three
years each upon application to the issuing authority at least 30 days prior to the expiration
date of the Order. An Order of Conditions for a Test Project may be extended for one
additional year only upon written application by the applicant, subject to the provisions of 310

. General Conditions Under Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act

This Order is not final until all administrative appeal periods from this Order have elapsed,
or if such an appeal has been taken, until all proceedings before the Department have been
completed.

No work shall be undertaken until the Order has become final and then has been recorded
in the Registry of Deeds or the Land Court for the district in which the land is located, within
the chain of title of the affected property. In the case of recorded land, the Final Order shall
also be noted in the Registry’s Grantor Index under the name of the owner of the land upon
which the proposed work is to be done. In the case of the registered land, the Final Order
shall also be noted on the Land Court Certificate of Title of the owner of the land upon
which the proposed work is done. The recording information shall be submitted to the
Conservation Commission on the form at the end of this Order, which form must be
stamped by the Registry of Deeds, prior to the commencement of work.

A sign shall be displayed at the site not less then two square feet or more than three
square feet in size bearing the words,

“Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection” [or, “MassDEP”]
“File Number 113-565 ?

Where the Department of Environmental Protection is requested to issue a Superseding
Order, the Conservation Commission shall be a party to all agency proceedings and
hearings before MassDEP.

Upon completion of the work described herein, the applicant shall submit a Request for
Certificate of Compliance (WPA Form 8A) to the Conservation Commission.

The work shall conform to the plans and special conditions referenced in this order.

Any change to the plans identified in Condition #13 above shall require the applicant to
inquire of the Conservation Commission in writing whether the change is significant enough
to require the filing of a new Notice of Intent.

The Agent or members of the Conservation Commission and the Department of
Environmental Protection shall have the right to enter and inspect the area subject to this
Order at reasonable hours to evaluate compliance with the conditions stated in this Order,
and may require the submittal of any data deemed necessary by the Conservation
Commission or Department for that evaluation.

Preamble

The proposed work has significant wetland interests involving the Town of Boxborough Wetland Bylaw,
the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and the Massachusetts Endangered Species Act. It also qualifies
as a state funded limited project as defined by Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act exemption
10.53(3)(f). As such, all work must meet MassDOT’s Project Develop and Design Guide. The Town of
Boxborough may request changes to the design standards that may or may not be followed at MassDOT’s
discretion. The Boxborough Conservation Commission may, but is not required to, approve this project for
it to proceed. The Boxborough Conservation Commission is issuing this Order of Conditions to document
the activity and our support. This OOC does not request any changes to the proposed work.

History

The Town of Boxborough has a long-standing interest in pedestrian sidewalks with Rt. 111 being the top
priority. Most major roads in town predate mechanized travel making sidewalk retrofits challenging and
expensive. Over several decades multiple town committees have surveyed residents, held open meetings
and developed sidewalk plans including a detailed proposal for Rt. 111. More recently Boxborough’s 2030
Master Plan identifies “Increase transportation infrastructure and mobility, including providing designated
bicycle and pedestrian travel lanes on selected Town roads” as the second of six top priorities. Sidewalks
represent a significant quality of life and safety opportunity for the community.

This OOC approves extensive alterations to Rt. 111 in Boxborough between the Sargent Memorial Library
and Liberty Corner Rd. Specifically,

1. A sidewalk will be added to the north side. The sidewalk will abut Rt. 111 and a raised curb will be
added to clearly delineate the extent of road surface.

2. Extensive drainage modifications will be made, especially in the region of the Guggin’s Brook
crossing.

3. The road surface will be ground down and repaved.

This project entails MassDOT adding a sidewalk to the north side of Rt. 111 from the Sargent Memorial
Library to Liberty Square Road. This project is exempt under 310 CMR 10.53(3)(f).

The proposed work impacts 30,449 square feet of Riverfront area. The proposed work is considered to
have (potential) impact to the following interests of the Bylaw: protection of public and private water
supply, protection of groundwater, flood control, erosion control, storm damage protection, prevention of
pollution, protection of land containing wildlife (wildlife habitat), recreation, protection of aesthetics.

This project is approved by the Conservation Commission because it is exempt under 310 CMR

10.53(3)(f). Because of the exemption, there are no conditions under the Town of Boxborough Wetland By-
Law.

A copy of
the request shall at the same time be sent by certified mail or hand delivery to the Conservation
Commission and to the applicant, if he/she is not the appellant.

Any appellants seeking to appeal the Department’'s Superseding Order of Resource Area Delineation will
be required to demonstrate prior participation in the review of this project. Previous participation in the
permit proceeding means the submission of written information to the Conservation Commission prior to
the close of the public hearing, requesting a Superseding Order or Determination, or providing written
information to the Department prior to issuance of a Superseding Order or Determination.

The request shall state clearly and concisely the objections to the Order which is being appealed and how
the Order does not contribute to the protection of the interests identified in the Massachusetts Wetlands
Protection Act, (M.G.L. c. 131, § 40) and is inconsistent with the wetlands regulations (310 CMR 10.00).
To the extent that the Order is based on a municipal bylaw or ordinance, and not on the Massachusetts
Wetlands Protection Act or regulations, the Department of Environmental Protection has no appellate
jurisdiction.
